THE ALTERED SITUATION. 

Mr. CurTis, in his lecture the other 
evening, might have defined civil. ser- 
vice reform as a subject which has been 
virtually placed upon the shelf by the action 
of an Administration pledged to give it ef- 
fect. Or, varying the phrases, he might have 
depicted it as one of the dried-up sources of 
the influences that overcame ‘“machine” 
politics in 1876, and installed Mr. Haves 
in the Presidency. There must have been 
a strong undercurrent of irony in the audi- 
ence attracted by the eloquent gentleman's 
address, and s somewhat cruel curiosity to 
witness a comparison of performanees with 
promises.. Of the abstract merits. of the 
subject nothing new can be said. Two 
years ago, it was a living, practical subject. 
Republican opinion was ripe for its treat- 
ment. A struggle had occurred between 
the section of the party desirous of retain- 
ing the old characteristics of the civil service 
as a partisan agency, and the section intent 
upon the elimination of partisanship and 
the reorganization of the service on a basis 
of efficiency and fidelity. The reformers 
had gained a victory. None of them imag- 
ined that that victory was decisive, but the 
conditions under which it had been achieved 
encouraged the hope that the power ac- 
quired would be so used ag to insure a 
steady advance in the nght direction. 
Forces at work within the party were favor- 
able to this result, and they were indirectly 
strengthened by outside and independent 
effort. The response to the President’s in- 
itiatory declaration indicated a belief. that 
civil service reform would at length become 
areality. It was a genuine belief, made 
reasonable by the earnestness developed 
during the contest, and the specific aseu- 
tances which ushered the Administration 
into existence. 

Why is civil service reform, which two 
yeats ago was & practical question in poli- 
ties, now regarded with indifference? To 
what is attributable the loss of ground then 
acquired, and the renewed supremacy with- 
jn the Republican Party of the influences 
then held in subjection?

Yet this 
is precisely what men of the stamp of 
Wrieut are endeavoring to do, The Gov- 
ernment must pay its honest debts, and 
meet its legitimate expenses. Mr. WRIGHT 
complains that millions of dollars are taken 
out of the National Treasury for these pur- 
poses; and it galls him to see money thus 
“wasted” which ought to be given to the 
toiling masses. The Government, he thinks, 
should establish a loan agency from which 
every man taking advantage of the provi- 
siotis of the Homestead law should be enti- 
tled to draw $500. And when he is told 
that there is no constitutional provision to 
warrant such a disposition of the public 
funds, he angrily exclaims, “I am not here 
to talk about the Constitution, but about 
bread, poverty; hunger, and want and fam- 
ine, If the Constitution comes in contact 
with them, it must get out of the way.” 

Mr, 8. 8. Cox is not the lunatic that Mr. 
Hewprick B. Wrieut is. But he is more 
of a political charlatan. ,We may give Mr. 
Wrient credit for honesty of purpose. He 
is evidently sincere in his delusion that the 
way to ameliorate want is tolend out the 
Government funds to individual citizens. 
,But Mr, Cox knows better; and when he 
supports such a measure as that of 
Waieat, he is simply bidding for the ‘sup- 
port of the ignorant and unthinking voter. 
“Tf Congress can give away lands to rail- 
roads, why not to relieve suffering labor?” 
asks Mr. Cox. Of course, Mr; Cox knows 
very well that the Government does prac- 
tieally give away its lands, under the Home- 
stead law, to suffering labor. But the bill 
‘under discussion provided that the Govern- 
ment. should not only give away a quarter- 
section of land, but lend $500 besides. It 
is néedless to point. out the absurdity of 
such @ proposition. And it would be equally 
superfluous to explain the system by which 
thé Government has increased the value of 
its own lands by giving other sections for 
the purpose of, securing the construction of 
lines of travel through certain regions of 
country. That the subsidy business has 
‘been greatly overdone is generally admitted ; 
yet, at this late day, when even .the most 
audacious of adventurers are afraid to im- 
portune Congréss for subsidies, there are 
found Congressmen who advocate this vicious 
principle in its most offensive form. They 
give expression to a growing belief in the 
common mind that the Government, some- 
how, ought to maintain people who fail to 
earn a comfortable living for themselves. 

There is no country on the face of the 
globe where the poor, the unfortunate, and 
the helpless are so generously cared for as » 
in this Republic. Institutions sustained by 
public and private funds, by endowments, 
subscriptions, and by Governmental appro- 
priations are far in advance, in the matter 
of liberality, of similar establishments in 
Eurdpe. We do not now allude alone to 
those which provide for paupers and crimi- 
nals, but to the innumerable institutions 
designed to encourage and stimulkte self- 
help. Taken. altogether, the condition of 
the very poor in this country is ease and 
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east. and the south, the former pushing 
straight toward the capital, through the 
Khybar Pass, while the latter, starting from 
the border town of Quéttah, reached the 
same point by the longer route through the 
heart of the country, via Kandahar and 
Ghazni. 

Both these routes are eminently defensi- 
ble. Although the distance from Peshawur" 
to the capital is barely 150 miles, the 
greater part of it is occupied by a series of 
ravines as gloomy and terrific as the wildest 
gorges of Switzerland or the Caucasus. To 
reach the “‘ half-way-house” of Jalalabad, 
the whole length of the formidable Khybar 
must be traversed, while] between Jalalabad 
and Kabul lies the short but terrible de- 
file of Jangdalak, 2,000 feet above the sea, 
and beyond it, 5,000 feet higher, the fright- 
fal gorge of Khurd-Kabul, where the 
whole invading army of England perished 
in January, 1842. On the south, again, 
the 140-mile march from Quettah to Kanda- 
har crosses a hilly region full of strong 
positions; and although the country be- 
yond Kandahar is tolerably level, yet 221 
‘miles north-east of it lies the almost im- 
pregnable fortress of Ghazni, commanding 
the only direct approach to the capital, 60 
miles off. 

With such advantages, the respite afford- 
ed by the presentation of the English ulti- 
matum in October might have been formi- 
dably utilized by an abler ruler than SHerz 
Aut. But the Ameer either neglected or 
failed to improve his opportunity, and the 
attack, when it came, found him utterly un- 
prepared. Ali-Musjid and the other strong 
positions of the Khybar. Pass fell almost 
without a blow. The desultory attacks of 
the Afghans were repulsed with » merely 
nominal loss to the invaders. Jalalabad 
was taken. The Governor of ‘Kandahar, 
after a great show of preparation, suddenly 
abandoned the place, and the two columns 
were converging upon Kabul, when pru- 
dence dictated their recall, SHene ALI was 
fain to seek refuge with his Russian “ allies” 
beyond the Oxus, while his mutinous son, 
Yakoos Kuax, attained the long-coveted 
crown only to find himself beset on every 
side by treachery, intrigue, and rebellion, 

But, although England has triumphed so 
far, two clouds still hover in the Eastern 
sky. The semi-official Golos, (Voice,) one 
of the most, influential daily papers in Rus- 
sia, has jost declared that “it is time to 
concentrate and fortify our rule in the dis- 
tricts already occupied, whica are held by 
the strength of bayonets against England, 
our determined enemy.” ‘ Moreover, the 
evacuation of Matoond,in the Khost dis- 
trict, has been instantly followed by an in- 
road of Mongol marauders, and Gen. Ros- 
rrts has “ deeided to abandon. Khost, 
foreseeing that such disturbances will be 
incessant.” Whether this augurs well for 
the new reign of order, those who know 
Afghanistan can judge for themselves.

‘CHRISTIANITY AND SOCIALISM. 

. When we look back to the first centuries 
of the Church, we are struck at the extraor- 
dinary change which has taken place in the re- 
lation of Christianity to what are termed the 
lower classes of society. It was to these classes, 
‘at the outset, that the Gospel made its’ most 
earnest appeal. To the poor, to. slayés, to. the 
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In this double interest the Holy Alliance tram- 
while, atthe same time that the people have 
been conseious of losing the sympathy of their 
ecclesiastical rulers and teachers, the spirit of 
democracy has been growing, and has been infus- 
ing a consciousness of power into the minds of 
the less favored class. The effect of the French 
Revolution was not prevented by the temporary 
reaction of the hostile political theory. To 
gain their ends by the ballot or by armed revo- 
Jution is deemed practicable by the disaffected. 
They seek for a remedy and a consolation on 
the earth, and not through a spiritual deliver- 
ance that must wait for its fruit until they have. 
passed beyond the confines of this life. 

The second suggestion we have to make is 
that in Protestant countries, where the demo- 
 eratic theory of government prevails, there has 
been a tendency to make religious worship and 
teaching the privilege—we might almost say 
the luxury—of the few, while nothing is left to 
thelower orders but the crumbs that fall from 
the rich man’s table, The Church is turned 
into a religious club, and the religious edifice.is 
parceled out to its owners. There are mission 
churches and mission schools, to be sure, and 
all praise is due to those who establish and con- 
duct these enterprises of charity, but then they 
are enterprises of charity, and democracy en- 
genders a pride that makes the poor unwilling 
to be fed in the kitchen. It is more easy to 
find fault than to suggest remedies, to point 
out abuses than to explain how they may be re- 
moved. But he who will devise a plan, and 
make Christians adopt it, by which the poor 
and the rich can be brought together for com- 
mon worship will contribute something to the 
healing of social discontent. 

Of course, all practical exemplification of the 
spirit of the Gospel, in the form of sympathy 
and liberality on the part of the capitalist and 
employer, tends strongly in the same direction. 
To make the laborer feel that his employer is 
not separated from him in feeling, but is con- 
scientiously disposed to further his rights and 
interests, and to pnt him in possession of a 
reasonable share of this world’s goods, is s 
plain dictate of Christian principle. 


ON BUILDING A HOUSE. 


He who has never built a house has never 
known the whole of human grief, nor met the 
worst temptation to take the sacred name in 
vain. From the first design to the last stone 
or timber, he may encounter veration and dis- 
appointment; and he is a lucky man if, for 
years after the work is done, or said to be done, 
he does not find buried mistakes rising up in 
vengeance before him; and bringing wounds 
and leaks to light. Yet there are good build- 
ings and good builders; there are men who 
know how to plan and to make a house, and 
who are waiting the coming of prosperous 
times for achance to show what they can do. 
It is no disparagement to them for us to say 4 
few plain words of what aman may suffer who 
has paid for his knowledge in thegchool of dear 
experience. 

There has been, and there still is, to a certain 
extent, great trouble from architects or from 
men who go by that.name. Some of them are 
mere draughtsmen, or hardly that, but mere 
designers on paper—sketehers of pretty pictures 
that are meant to eatch the eyes of the un- 
sophisticated. Tell one of these artists, so 
called, that you wish to spend four or five thou- 
sand dollars for a modest little housein the 
country or in a suburban village, and he will 
tell you that he knows just what you want, and 
that he will suit you to the very inch of dimen- 
sion or the nail of strength. The pretty design 
is brought to you, so charming, so picturesque ; 
such lovely gables, such delightful perspective 
of piazzas and chimaeys; and you are goose 
enough to like it and to rejoice in the as 
surancs. of having all that you want 
within the desired margin. But you venture to 
suggest that it is best to ask your wife about it, 
perhaps a little skeptical as to the refinement 
of her taste in comparison with yourown ad- 
vanced art. She, good woman, who was given 
to you by kind. Providence to look after your 
health and goods and to save you from rheu- 
matism and ruin, ventures to ask, as she looks 
askance at that romantic drawing, with its 
angles and gables, hoods and pinnacles, whether 
‘there'is room for a bed in any chamber 
without placing the sleeper abreast of a win- 
‘dow or a door, and whether there is any place 
left for closets, without whieh your house is as 
poorly off as a coat or pantaloons without pock- 
ets. You pity the good woman's want of high 
taste, but you cannot meet fher objections, and 


ist, who is waiting to reward your enthusissm 
‘by word that the projected masterpiece of art 
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lies lose their health and fortunes are swamped 
by the roguery of builders and the carelessness 
of architects. es 

Aman who thinks that he has taken every 
proper means to have his house well drained, 
sometimes finds that the walls open the very 
way and absorb water on every side, instead of 
discharging it as they should. In fact, we have 
known the best practical mechanics in an old 
town assert that cellar walls iaid neither in 
tmaortar nor in cement, but merely pointed on the 
inner side with mortar, are the best, and thus 
they have put disease and decay under the very 
foundations of the edifice. Architects who. 
know too much to run the risk of such porous 
filters of damp and inlets to malaria, are not 
always sure protection against leaks in the 
roof or worse leaks in the purse, and the esti- 
mates that are given by them are sometimes 
not more than half of the actual and necessary 
cost. That they mean to lure the unwary into 
unwise building we are not prepared to say, but 
if we grant them sincerity; we so far impeach 
their intelligence. We have known an error of 
one hundred thousand dollars in an estimate to 
bring years of perplexity and finally ruin upon 
a before flourishing institution which ambition 
had lured into display under unwise or untrue 
guides, 

These dark sketches of building expenses 
ought not to keep readers from building a house 
when they can afford to do it; but they should 
rather. warn them of playing the fool, and en- 
courage them to go forward with the best light 
end service. We have good architects, overseers, 
and workmen; materials are cheap and plenty ; 
and the new architecture offers excellent models 
for buildings of all kinds, from the most frugal 
tothe most costly styles. The best is probably 
thecheapest in the long ran, andthe next twenty 
years of our returning prosperity ought to see 
our country spread with good edifices of all 
classes, that shall give our people place among 
the great cultured nations of the world. Itis high 
time for us so stop playing the fool in lasting 
wood and stone, 


GATE-MONEY. 


Within the last few months our popular 
vocabulary has been enriched by the phrase at 
the head of this article. Not that the phrase 
was unknown before; it has doubtless been 
long current among those who of old were 
called * the fancy,” and of later days, ‘‘sport- 
ing men;” but it had not come into general 
vogue, or even within the range of general 
knowledge. A year ago it would have been 
necessary to explain to the average reader— 
say an intelligent woman—what gate-money 
meant; now, none so ignorant as to be inap- 
prehensive of its significance. That signifi- 
cance, it must be confessed, does not speak well 
for the ‘“ muscular Christianity” of our day 
and country. for it shows that athletic sports 
have not only sunk to the lowest possible level, 
but that this degradation of themf{is recognized 
and accepted by those who profess to be their 
devotees.. This is to be deplored ; for it takes 
from athletic contests all the little dignity and 
elevation of character that there was about 
them. It is well that lads and young men 
should ride, and walk, and row, and play’ball, 
and fence, and even box, and that they should 
practice these sports with skill and with spirit; 
it is well, perhaps, that they should become 
skillful billiard-players, although extraordinary 
skill in that game is almost as perilous as great 
dexterity at cardsis to weak-natured men, itis, 
perhaps, well that there shouldbe set contests 
in these games, even although they involve 
challenges, and have resulted in ‘‘ champions”; 
nevertheless, it must have occurred to many 
hearty lovers and eager practicers of good 
athletic games, that at least quite as much 
sport, and health, and enlivenment are got out 
of them when they are played among friends 
and daily companions at any convenient 
time, as when they are worked up 
into exciting contests and grand occasions, and 
there are solemn umpires and a cheering, pay- 
ing crowd of spectators. But the truth is that 
this business of contests and championship has 
rapidly bronght down the practice of all athletic 
sports, outside the school play-ground, (and per- 
haps even that place should not be excepted,) 
to a mere struggle, often aceompanied by as 
“mean shuffle, for money. The Olympian and 
the Athenian games were occasions of the high- 
est interest for ali Greece; a victory there made 
aman a hero for a year and distinguished for 
life; it carried joy to the hearts of his father 
and his mother. But-the prizes were atone a 
crown of olive leaves, at the other a crown of 
pine leaves; there was no gate-money at Olym- 
pia or at Corinthia. Imagine the expression of 
countenance of a modern’ “champion,” actual 
or prospective, at being asked to contend for a 
crown of pine leaves)! 

It is, however, not the contestants only who 
“ goin for ” athletic sports as a means of get- 
ting money. Almost always the keepers of pub- 
lic houses are interested in the contests, are 
the backers of the men, and the real fomenters
